Messengers Ride Hundreds of Miles to Ca,, 
ry the Glad Tidings.

The first congressional district compris- 
ing ten counties reaches from the ocean 
to within fifty miles of Macon, and from 
the Savannah river to the Altamaha. 
In nine of the counties the election pre 
cincts are widely scattered and the re- 
turns had to be carried for miles across 
the country by messengers on horseback. 
Chatham has only one voting precinct 
and that is in the courthouse in Savan- 
nah. That is one county in which the 
voters had to travel long distances to get 
to the polis—that is, those did who live 
in the northern and southern parts of the 
miles fromn Reidsville, to be wired to The 
Constitution. 
‘ Each precinct in Bulloch reported by 
messenger to the correspondent at States- 
boro and le ran his horse twelve miles 
to the nearest telegraph office, Ogeechee, 
on the Central road..

The “Bloody Ninth” Stands Like a Solid Wall 
for Democracy. | 

The “bloody ninth” {s famous the country 
over for the heated contests through which 
it has gone. It is the hardest district in 
the state from which to gather the returns 
on the night of the election, to have them 
forwarded for publication next morning. 
No newspaper ever attempted it but The 
Constitution, and The Constitution never 
attempted it that it did not succeed. 

n the first contest between Speer and 
Candler excitement ran high, not only in 
the district, but throughout the state. The 
election in this district was watched with 
just as much interest in the counties outside 
of the district as it was by those composing 
the district. Everybody wanted to know the 
result, and when The Constitution per- 
formed the remarkable feat next morning 
of collecting the returns from the whole 
district, he state was amazed at the energy 
displayed and the remarkable accuracy of 


| the work of its correspondents. 


There was but one way to collect the re- 
Thoroughly re- 
liable correspondents in every county had 
charge of the work of collecting the returns 
from their respective counties, consolidating 
them, and forwarding them to Atlanta. 
From Rabun county a special correspondent 
had to ride thirty-five miles on horseback to 
strike the nearest telgraph office. Three 
relays of horses were necessary to get the 
returns to the nearest telegraph station in 
time for them to reach Atlanta for publi- 
cation next morning. The Marietta and 
North Georgia road was not built then and 
our correspondents in Union, Fannin, and 
Gilmer counties had the same experience, 
sending their messengers across the moun- 
tains and through the valleys in the dark 
of the night, amid swollen streams, and 
rushing mountain torrents, to reach the 
nearest operators, who sat by their instrv- 
ments, waiting to click the returns of the 
news they bore to Atlanta. 

In the news from the ninth district this 
morning the same experience is told. It is 
still the most difficult district in the state 
from which to gather the returns. No more 
than half of the counties in the district have 
telegraph offices, and some of those that are 
remote from railroad and telegraphic fa- 
cilities, found it necessary to send their re- 
turns last night by special messengers dis- 
tances of from thirty to forty miles. The 
messenger from Union county rode at break- 
eck speed over the Blue Ridge mountains. 
-bearthg his returns to Notley, N.-C., on the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad, a 
distance of twenty miles. ‘The messenger 
from Towns county rode thirty miles over 
the mountains and across the rivers in the 
darkest hours of the night to Murphy, N. 
C., reaching that place long after midnight, 
his réturns arriving in Atlanta about 2 


| o'clock this morning. White county sent its 


returns by horseback twenty miles to Bell- 
ton, on the Richmond and Danville road, 
The Dawson ~— county messenger 
rode twenty-five thiles to Gaines- 
ville, where the operator sat 
patiently waiting for the messages from 
several mountain counties, who had given 
notice of their coming. 

The returns are complete; and it shows 
the remarkable energy displayed by our cor- 
responactne tte messengers in every one of 
these counties. ? 

There is not another newspaper feat like 
it on record, unless it be.the same feat per- 


{| formed more than ten years ago in this dis- 


trict by The Constitution. But we present 
this morning, instead of the returns from 
two districts, the returns from every one of 
the eleven districts in the state, aggregating 
more than two thousand precincts.

Beating Our Own Record! 

The story of yesterday’s election, as 
told by our special correspondents in our 
news columns this morning, justifies a 
few words of comment. 

Never in their lives have our readers 
seen a state election in Georgia so thor- 
Oughiy and completely reported! 

We present in this issue semi-official re- 
turns from every one of the 137 counties 
of the state comprising nearly 2,000 pre- 
cincts and give the full legislature elected 
by the people yesterday. 

You have the whole state spread out 
before you this morning, every county, 
every militia district, every inch of 
ground, from Tennessee to Tybee! 

But you will have to read between the 
lines to get an idea of the magnitude of 
the work and the trouble and expense of 
the undertaking. No similar feat equal- 
ling or even approaching this has ever 
been known in the newspaper annals of 
the south, and it is unsurpassed in the 
record of progressive journalism any- 
where. 

Some years ago, when there were excit- 
ing congressional campaigns in the sey- 
enth and ninth districts, Dr. Feltop run- 
ning in one, and Emory Speer in the 
other, The Constitution successfully cov- 
ered both districts; publishing the news 
the following morning. It required study, 
work and money, but we made the trip. 


Both districts were mountainous, with 


many precincts forty miles or so from 
the railroad. It seemed impossible to 
get full reports wired to us on the night 
of the election, but our special Corre- 
spondents entered into the spirit of the 
enterprise, and with their relays of fast 
horses, fairly flew over the mountains, 
and through the dark gorges, and forded 
the rushing torrents in the way, until 
they reached the nearest railway stations 
after midnight, and flashed their tidings 
to us over the wires. 

That was a great feat and the country 
went wild over it. In fact, people are 
not done talking about it to this day! 

It was a magnificent stroke of newspa- 
per enterprise, but the work of last night 
beats it all hollow, in the proportion of 
eleven to two. 

In the first case we covered two con- 
gressional districts. This time the entire 
state with eleven districts is our field, 
and we have sifted every square acre 
of it. 

We are well aware that our story of 
‘the election speaks for itself, but there 
are some points connected with it which 
our readers will find suggestive and full 
of interest. Glance over the map of Geor- 
gia, in your mind, and note its vast ex- 
panse, and the size of some of its 137 
counties, equalling many a principality in 
Europe. You will see that many of the 
election precincts are twenty, thirty and 
even forty miles away from any railway 
station or telegraph office. : 

How did we get the news last night? 

We got it by making the biggest and 
best organized effort that ever startled 
and dazzled southern newspaper circles. 
In the first place, we had an army of spe- 
cial correspondents and special messengers 
organized and stationed at every neces- 
sary point, with horses, and sometimes 
as many as three relays of horses for a 
long and difficult mountain route. 


Our correspondents were instructed to 


get the official count, and rushit. In the 
counties where railway stations were ac- 
cessible this was easy enough, but among 
the mountains of north Georgia and in 
some of the south Georgia wiregtass coun- 
ties, there was many a long mile to be cov- 
ered by fleet horseflesh before a telegraph 
Attice was reached. . Throughout the 
state the telegraph operators were sitting 
up, ready to wait until morning if neces- 
sary. and some of them did not hear the 
rattling of hoofbeats of our couriers, until 
nearly dawn. | 


But the adventurous riders got the news 


and carried it safely until they reached 
the railroads. They galloped over high 
ridges, down, precipitate steeps, through

History of the Dalton Family. 


The .Daltons were a numerous family. 
There were five boys and three girls. Of 
the boys two are engaged-in farming—one 
in Oklahoma, where the mother of the 
family lives, and one near Coffeyville, where 
three of the brothers met their death today, 
The Daltons were second cousins of the 
noted James boys who defied the law in 
Missouri for so many years, and through 
them were related to the Youngers, who 
are now serving life terms of imprisonment 
in the penitentiary of Minnesota, 

Bob Dalton was the first of the boys to 
enter upon a career of crime. While he was 
scarcely more than a boy he became a 
cattle thief and did a thriving business 
driving off cattle from herds on Cherokee 
strip and taking them across the Indian 
Territory, where he would sell them. He 
was joined soon after he entered the busi- 
ness by his brother Gratton Dalton. Their 
depredations became so frequent and 80 
troublesome that the cattlemen organized 
to drive them from the strip. A posse of 
cowbows was formed for that purpose and 
gave the Daltons a hard chase, finally Jos- 
ing them in the wilds of New Mexico. Next 
heard of the Daltons were in California, 
where they took to train and stage robbing. 

The Capiure of Grat Dalton. 

While robbing the stage there one of the 
passengers was killed in the attack. This 
spurred the officers on to extraordinary efforts 
to effect the capture of the gang and Grat 
Dalton was finally captured. While being ta- 
ken to a place for safe keeping he was res- 
cued by other members of the gang, the whole 
party finally escaping after being chased into 
California and through a good part of Arizo- 
na. 
In the spring of 1889 the gang turned up 
again in Indian Territory.When Oklahoma 
was opened to settlement the Dalton boys 
secured a choice claim for their mother, near 
Henessey, where she still lives, supported 
by one of her sons. At the time of the open- 
ing Boo Dalton was a united states marshal. 
He was selected on account of his peculiar 
fitness to deal with desperate ‘ characters. 
After the opening he returned to his life of out- 
lawry and he and Grat were then joined by 
their brother Emmett, the young- 
esct of the brothers. ‘They were at that 
time also joined by Texas Jack and soon 
gathered about them several desperate charac- 
ters. 

Some of Their Train Robberries. 

It was then that the most successful period 
of the Daltons career from their standpoint 
began. Their attention was first directed to 
the robbing of express trains, and perpetrated 
many successful “hold ups,” the most noted 
of which aré the robberies of the Santa Fe 
at Wharton and Redrock, the Missouri Pa- 
cific at Adair and the Frisco near Vinta. The 
Wharton robbery was perhaps the most dra- 
matic of all. the robbers went to Wharton 
on horseback and entering ‘the station there 
asked the operator if the train was on time. 
He replied that he would inquire and was 
about to.do so when one of the band fearing 
that the operator had recognized them, shot 
him dead upon the spot without a word of 
warning. 

When the train arrived it was held up after 
the regular fashion. After the pursuit of the 
robbers, which followed, the outlaw Bryant 
was captured at Ened by a deputy United 
States marshal Ed Short, known throughout 
the entire territory as a most brave officer. 
Shert placed his captive in a baggage car 
of the Santa Fe train to take him to Guthrie. 
He had disarmed him, placing his brace of 
revolvers on a convenient truck and had placed 
the desperado in irons. When the train reach- 
ed Adair Short disembarked to send a tele 
graphic message. When he re-entered the 
car Bryant had secured one of his weapons 
and holding it in his manacled hands fired. 
mortally wounding Short. The officer, how- 
ever, had strength to seize his Winchester 
and pumped four bullets into Bryant's body, 
expiring as he pulled the trigger the last time.

The place. where the train was held up was 
in the midst of town. One stray bullet passed 
in the room of a physician and striking him 
in the head killed him instantly. Another 
physician, who hearing the firing had run in 
its direction, was also shot and killed. The 
last train robbery by the gang was that of 
the Frisco near Vinita. The booty secured 
by the robbery in various raids will probobly 
never be known. It is very great, however, 
and has been estimated at $300,000. After the 
Frisco robbery the Daltons seemed to have 
diverted their attention to the robbery of 
banks. They rode into Reno and attacked 
the only bank in fown. The only person in 
the bank at the time was the wife of the pres- 
ident, who fainted at the first sight of the 
ugly revolvers. The bandits took all the 
money in sight and remounting their horses 
rode away. This raid netted tliem $10,000, 
which was such a severe loss to the bank 
that it was forced into liquidation. 

Today’s was the next and last raid of the 
gang, and with it ended the existence of a 
band equaled only in desperate character

Bob Fitzsimmons, the middleweight 
champion of the world, will get up with 
the larks this morning, but not to jubilate 
Over the election returns. 

He slept last night on a downy bed at 
the Kimball house and left word for Ed 
Calloway to call him eary this morning. 
_He’s going to do some backsmithing in 
real good earnest. 

Yesterday he went around to Cody & 
Parker's horseshoeing shop on Forsyth 
street, and watched the men make iron 
shoes. It was very much like he made 
them in the “Heroic. Blacksmith,” and 
after watching the work for a few min- 
utes he asked the proprietor if he might 
come around this morning and make a 
shoe. The permission was gladly given 
and this morning as soon as the forges are 
heated up Fitzsimmons will be on hand, 
with sleeves rolled up ready for work. 

Ijtzsimmons came to town yesterday 
at noon with his company and registered 
at the Kimball house. He is a tall, rosy- 
cheeked fellow, sighty bent over. His 
aims are long and his hands are big. His 
while he does not impress one as a prize- 
fighter, no one would like to stand up 
before his blows after seeing the man. 

Fitzsimmons is an Englishman, thirty 
years old, and has held the championship 
belt of the middleweight class for nearly 
two years. He won the title when he 
knocked Jack Dempsey out in a thirteen- 
round contest at the Olympic Club in 
January of last year. His latest victory 
was in New Orleans last spring when he 
bested Peter Maher in seventeen rounds. 
That contest put $4,000 in the English- 
man’s pocket, and won him much popu- 
larity. 

Maher has but recently returned from 
Ireland, where he has been training, and 
is reported as being in much better con- 
dition than when he fought Fitzsimmons. 

Fitz was asked about this last night 
and if he would fight Maher again. 

“Maher is a good man,” said he, “and 
hard to beat. I don’t know that. he 
wishes to fight me again. If I fight again 
I'll get up a match with Hall after I close 
my season. They want me to fight for 
mardi gras but I can’t do it.” 

Fitz was at the Corbett-Sullivan fight 
and was one of the worst surprised at the 
result. He expected Sully to do the 
knock-out act as usual. “But,” said he, 
“Sully’s constitution was gore.” 

- Fitz- don’t bank much on Corbett. 

“He’s a pretty clever fellow,” said he, 
“but there are just as good. Slavin can 
lick him, and so can Jackson. I believe 
. Maher could do it. Why, Corbett refused 
te fight me once. I think I could stand a 
good hand with him now.” 

Fitzsimmons has made several fights in 
Australia. He was married eight years 
ago. His wife and three children accom- 
pany him on his theatrical rounds. His 
season has proven very good so far. It 
only started September 12th, at the Novel- 
ty theater, Brooklyn, and closes next

A NATATORIUM. 


Mr. Joe) Hurt’s Plan to Secure One for 
Atlanta. 


Mr. Joel Hurt, who has secured so many 
things for Atlanta, has another scheme 
which if cai...u into effect will prove a 
material benefit to the city. He is planning 
to build a natatorium. . 

This, he says, is one of the little things 
which the city most needs. Without any 
river near and without nothing but ponds 
of uncertain depth, and wiih inadequate 
facilities there is really no place where 
her people can enjoy the luxury of a good 
swim. And there is no place where chil- 
dren can learn the art. Fathers are con- 
tinually being asked by their boys to teach 
them to swim, but there is really no safe 
place, and they are besides .co busy. So 
the boys do not learn, or expose themselves 
to danger in improperly prepared places, 
and without competent teachers. 

With a natatorium, this would all be 
remedied. Every necessary convenience 
would be supplied, there would be nice 
clean water, and the whole thing would be 


{ under the direction of a competent man 


who could prevent all sccideuts and teach 
all who wished to learn the art of swim- 
ming. ° 

Then the women, who a3 it is now are 
comnletely deharred from :he privilege of 
swimming, can use the natatorium on 
certain days *nd learn an art, which be- 
sides being a pleasant and wealthful exer- 
cise, may possibly be necessary to save 
their own and others’ lives. 

Mr. Hurt has entertained the idea of 
building a natatorium, for sme time, but 
says that it cannot be done until a club 
has bean organized sufficiently large to 
guarantee it a paying support. Hitherto 
he has not had the time to co this, but he 
or some one else will soon. All gentlemen 
who are interested in the enterprise can 
send in their names as members, and the 
club can be organized as soon as .the 
necessary number has been secured. 

Mr. Hurt has a lot already picked out 
on which the natatorium can be built. It 
will be about 100 by 150 feet, should and 
probably will be a handsome structure of 
brick, well enough built to be a permanent 
institution. 

One other thing is necessary to accom- 
plish the plan. It is that arrangements 
will have to be made to secure water from 
the city, free or at matetia] reduction from 
the usual rate. This, it can vell afford to 
do. Indeed so great a benefit will be natato- 
rium be to the city that it might even build 
it itself. as many other cities have done. 

While no definate 1arrangeinents have 
xet been made, Mr. Hurt thinks that 
there will be soon, and say that when there 
are, the work will begin at once. At any 
rate it is probable that a natatorium will 
be added to the list of Atlanta’s public 
conveniences before the next scason.
